Peace Com miss inner and Missionary 
From Albania Gives Interesting 
\ddress in Knowles Hull 
Sunday 


Dr. Erickson, u former American 
missionary to Albania and the rep¬ 
resentative of Albania at the Peace 
Conference, spoke to un interested 
audience in Knowles Hall Sunday af¬ 
ternoon on his experiences as a mis¬ 
sionary in Albania from the time he 
started out a a a missionary to this 
unfortunate and ill-treated country 
tu the time he was forced to leave. 

Dr. Erickson tntd how, with bis 
wife and three children, they left a 
eumfurtable home ill this country and 
went to Albania where there wane no 
railroads, and where all travelling 
was done on horseback over almost 
impassable mountain trails. He told 
of the town in the interior of Albania 
where they made their home, of the 
starting of hoys’ sehota, of the ntimer 
ous epidemics of malaria, and typhoid,

These papers arc defiit 
ife and fixed parts of the makeup of 
every live and progressive student 
body of practically very enterprising 
and interesting educational institu¬ 
tion, The number of such papers is 
increasing, just as there is a growth 
in institutions unit an increase in nt 
Guidance. 

Today n student news paper is al¬ 
most necessary to the life of a wide¬ 
awake student body, ami the import¬ 
ance of these newspapers is realized, 
What of Uiu football victories, of the 
glee club’a flurre**, ot the class and 
Htudent body elections, of the social 
activities on tin* campus, of the pro¬ 
gress of an alumnus—what of all 
these without a newspaper to carry 
the intelligence tn the public? What 
of the ingenious pranks? What of 
the student meetings? What of the 
eternal “freshman questions?'' 

Most of these go for naught, unless 
there be yawning columns and eager 
readers. Newspapers of general eir 
dilution may care for the mutters of 
greatest importance to students; but 
what about the little things of the 
campus life?
